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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 8, of applicant's response, applicant 
argues that Lajoie does not disclose overriding a display preference, because there cannot be a display preference when there is no 
display. 

In response, as set forth in the previous action, Lajoie specifically discloses wherein a received signal will force the set top and 
television to turn on to display a message. A "display preference" is clearly present as the user has turned there system off and did not 
desire to have anything displayed. The system overrides this preference by turning the television back on to display the received 
message. A "display preference" is clearly present, as the user's preference is to NOT display the content This preference is then 
overridden. 

Applicant's arguments that a display preference is only applicable when the display is on is not convincing. The current claim 
language merely requires a display preference, which as indicated above, Lajoie discloses as the user has preferred to turn the display 
off and not display content. The current claim limitations do NOT require that the display preference be part of any option or selection 
regarding any specific information which is displayed on the screen as applicant argues. The claims only require the broad limitation of a 
"display preference". 

Applicant further argues on page 8, that as Lajoie discloses that the television is off, there can be no link information for display, as 
there is no display at all. 

In response, applicant appears to be confusing the television receiver functionality with the current on/off status of the television 
display. A user turning off their television during a program would obviously have no effect upon the transmission of a television 
program to a user's home for receipt at their television receiver. 

1 . If the television is "on" when the television program and links are received, the system functions normally and displays the links 
with the television program. 

2. If the television is "off' when the television program and links are received, the television is then turned on so that the links may be 
displayed with the television program. 

The mere fact that the television is INITIALLY turned off has no bearing upon the display, as Lajoie has been specifically introduced to 
teach wherein the television will be turned on to ENABLE the display of the information, even if the user has elected to turn off their 
television. 

Thus, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
